ing and submit to an examination to 
show cause why the license fee should 
not be increased to the proper amount 
and upon such examination, if it 
shall be determined by the City 
Council that the license fee should be 
increased, then it shall thereupon be- 
come the duty of such person, firm or 
corporation, forthwith to pay to the 
Clerk the amount of such increase, 
failing to do which, such said person, 
firm or corporation shall be guilty of

That any person, firm or 
tion, who shall engage in any privi- 
trade or occupation for which a 
license is required after January 1st, 
1929, and fail to pay for and secure 
said license by the 1st day of Febru- 
ary, 1929, there shall be added to said 
license an additional sum of ten per 
cent on the dollar as a penalty for 
the failure to take out and pay for 
said license before February 1, 1929. 

This Ordinance from Section One 
to Section Eight, both inclusive, shall 
take effect on the Ist day of January, 
1929, the welfare of the said City of 
Elba, Alabama, requiring it.

AVOIDED, ACCORD 
TO NOTED SURGEON 


HOW TO AVOID. DREAD DISEASE 
TOLD BY SURGEON GENERAL 


CUMMING, ELEVEN SIM- 
PLE DIRRECTIONS 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 14.—Surgeon 
General Cumming today issued 11 


directions for avoiding influ- 
receiving recommenda- 
tions from the board of strategy, or- 
ganized by him, to deal with the epi- 
demic. 

First indication of concern abroad 
about the outbreak was also received 
by the American health authorities 
during the day in a radiogram from 
the League of Nations seeking infor- 
mation about the spread of the dis- 
country. The communica- 
tion said European newspapers were 
printing reports of a widespread epi- 
demic. 

Unless conditions become as serious 
as during the 1918 epidemie in which 
communities were left without medi-

He added that to avoid crowds walk- 
ing to work would not only mean es- 
cape from the crowded conveyances 
but afford beneficial He 
also warned against using unsterilized 
napkins, towels and eating utensils, 
and against eating hefore washing the 
hands or putting the fingers-into the 
mouth, 

He advivsed getting as much sun- 
shine as possible, sleeping with win- 
dows open, keeping away from houses 
in which there are cases of influenza 
and keeping up general health by 
sleening at least seven hours, eating 
wholesome food and using “plenty of 
clean water, inside and outside.”’

FLU SPREAD IS ONLY 
A MINOR OUTBREAK 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—The present 
sweep of influenza over the country 
is one of the minor outbreaks which 
regularly occur between major epi- 
demiecs, Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the journal of the American Medical 
Association, said in a statement to- 
day. 

Dr. Fishbein discussed the probable 
causes of the spread of the infection 
and gave suggestions for treatment. 

“Epidemics of respiratory disease 
similar to influenza have occurred at 
fairly, regular intervals approximating 
30 years since 1802, the most severe 
epidemics being those of 1802, 1830, 
1847, 1889 and 1918,” Dr, Fishbein 
said. 

“Between these major outbreaks 
there occur regular minor outbreaks 
such as that of the present year. From 
20 to 50 per cent of the population 
are attacked in all of these epidem- 
ics, and in most of them there are 
relatively few deaths. The 
shows a remarkable lack of relation- 
ship to weather conditions.

WELL KNOWN FAMILY OF THIS 
SECTION SUFFOCATED BY 
GAS FUMES WHILE IN 
THEIR BEDS ASLEEP 


The following article from the Bd- 
inburg Valley Review tells how Alon- 
40 Boutwell, his wife and three chil- 
dren met death in that town: 

A family of five was wiped out 
some time after 12 o’clock Saturday 
morning at the Red Wing Tourist 
Camp on the north outskirts of Wdin- 
burg when Mr. and Mrs, Alonzo Bout- 
well, about 85 and 29 respectively, 
formerly of near Troy, Ala., and their 
three children, Helen 9, Gerald 7, and 
| Doris 5, were suffocated to death. 
Joth doors and all windows in the 
small room in which the family was 
sleeping were tightly closed and the 
oven to the gas stove burning when 
they were found by C, F. Montgom- 
ery, Manager and part owner of the 
tourist camp, who entered the Bout- 
well apartment and discovered the 
tragedy shortly after noon Saturday, 
when neighbors had become alarmed 
over the continued absence of the 
family, Water was dripping from 
the ceiling and the walls were damp 
with sweat from the lack of oxygen 
that had been used up by the burning 
flame and the sleeping people. 

No gas was escaping in the room, 
it was ascertained by C. L. Hampton, 
gas inspector, who was called to check 
over the pipes soon after the deaths 
were discovered, 

When Mr. Montgomery entered the 
room the man and wife were lying 
completely covered on the large bed, 
and the three children on army cots 
at the foot of the bed. No sign of a 
struggle was in evidence, although 
the body of the boy was out from un- 
der the cover and his legs were drawn 
up. 

All members of the family 
partially dressed as if they were cold 
when they went to bed. 

The room the family was sleeping 
in is about 12 by 14 feet and little 
air could get in between the sniall 
cracks in the walls. The kitchen, a 
small room adjoining and connecting 
with the bed room contained the 
lighted stove. The room was very 
hot when the people were found.

Holly Canapés 


Holly eanapés—can’t you imagine 
the blankness on the face of the 
knight confronted by such a term? 
First sauté circles of bread slices 
lightly in butter. Moisten a can 
of deviled ham with mayonnaise and 
spread thickly over the rounds, mak- 
ing it thinner at the edges. Select 
very tiny leaves of water-cress, and, 
using a toothpick, press the short 
stems into the mixture all around 
the edges of the rounds, giving a 
holly wreath effect. At intervals 
dot with “holly berries” cut from 
bits of pimiento. Sprinkle finely 
chopped egg white over the center 
of the rounds, 

To make the companion—mistle- 
toe canapés—free a can of sardines 
from skin and bones, and mash. 
Add enough creamed butter to make 
a paste, and season highly with 
lemon juice and cayenne. Cut slices

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sauté in butter, Spread with the 
sardine mixture. Peel off the thin 
skin from green peppers which have 
been previously parboiled in water 
with a pinch of soda, Cut in shape 
of mistletoe and arrange a bunch of 
these in the centér of cach canape. 
Use pickled pearl onions for berries. 


And Stuffed Sweets 


To make the chicken curry soup 
heat the contents of four twelve and 
one-half ounce cans of chickes 
broth with one and one-half table- 
spoons curr’ powder. Serve in cups 
with a few peas in each cup. Serve 
Melba toast with the soup. 

Marshmallows, the ones which 
come fresh and soft, in a can, are 
delicious as stuffing for sweet po- 
tatoes. Parboil the potatoes, peel, 
and cut through center from end 
to end with an apple corer. Cut 
marshmallows into quarters and 
stuff into these cavities. Brush po- 
tatoes over with plenty of butter, 
sprin'*- ‘herally with brown stgar 
and vbake until potatoes are quite 
done and brown, using d hot oven. 

In serving stringless beans with 
mock Hollandaise sauce, heat a 
number 2 can of atringless beans in 
its own liquor, then drain, saving 
liquid for soups. To one cup 
medium white sauce add one4ourth 
cup mayonnaise and two tablespoons 
lemon juice and stir until smooth,

tom of mailing greeting cards in non- 
card envelopes. 

The loss thus sustained each year 
eyormous, 
amounting to not less than $325,000 
in cash outlay, not to mention the 
disappointment of hundreds of thou- 


sands of persons who fail to receive 
the anticipated greetings, leading no 
doubt in many cases to misunder- 
standings and estrangements, since in 
the absence of a return 
the envelope the letter cannot be re- 
turned and the mailer therefore is un- 
aware that his or her message was not 
delivered. Thousands of these are 
found to contain gifts of money when 
opened in the dead-letter office, and 
comparatively few contain sufficient
